Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by 
sub-section (1) of Section 12 of the Forward Contracts 
(Regulation) Act, 1952 (74 ojf 1952), read with S.R.O. 
No. 2618, dated the 80th July 1954, the Secretary, Forward 
Market Commission, hereby makes the following further 
amendments to the Bye-laws of the Central India Cotton 
Association. Ltd., Indore, the same having been previous- 
ly published as required by Sub-section (4) of the said 
section, namely: — 

In the said Bye-laws: — 

I. In Bye-law 1: — 

(i) in the definition of “Secretary”, after the words 
“officiating Secretary”, the words “an Acting 
Secretary” shall be inserted; 

(ii) in the definition of “Clearing House Committee”, 
after the words “the Board" appearing for the first 
time, the words “or the Local Committee under 
the instructions of the Board, or the President” 
shall be inserted; 


(iii) i in the definition of “Clearing House Superin- 
tendent” after the words “the Board” the words 
“or the President” shall be inserted; 

(iv) in the definition of “Mani”. after the figure “6” 
the word “Bengal” shall be inserted; 

(v) for the definition of “Official Year”, the follow- 
ing shall be substituted, namely: — 

“Official Year” means the Vikram Samvat Year 
commencing from Kartik Sudi 1 and end- 
ing on “Kartik Vadi 30.” 

(vi) for the definition of “Classes or Grades of 
Cotton”, the following shall be substituted, 
namely : — 

“Classes or Grades of Cotton” include Extra 
Superfine, Superfine, Fine and Fully Good.” 

II. After Bye-law 3 the following shall be inserted, 
namely : — 

“3A The annual subscription of members and sub- 
members is payable for the official year. For 
the purpose of this Bye-law, every individual 
firm, Joint Hindu Family or a Company, en- 
rolling as a member or sub-member at any time 
during the official year, shall be required to pay 
the annual subscription in full.” 

III. In Byc-law 18: — 

(i) the words “in the prescribed form” and the 
words, letters and figure “subject to the payment 
of Rs. 100 for every badge exceeding five” shall 
be omitted. 

(ii) for the letters and figure “Rs. 25” the letters and 
figure “Rs. 15” shall be substituted.

“31. The Board may, if the interest of trade or public 
interest so requires, by a resolution evolve a 
scheme for sub-members holding a limited net 
open position in respect of hedge contracts in 
cotton and cottonseed. Till such time, as the 
Board evolves the aforesaid scheme and the For- 
ward Markets Commission intimates its agree- 
ment, a sub-member shall give in respect of 
every hedge contract entered into by him in 
cotton and cottonseed the name of the member in 
whose name the transaction is to stand, to the 
other member concerned, before the commence- 
ment of trading on the next working day. In 
default of such a name being given, the member 
shall close the contract at the forward market 
rate fixed for the next working day at the risk 
and the cost of the sub-member. In the event of 
closing the contracts, the member shall imme- 
diately send notice of such closure to the sub- 
member and to the Secretary of the respective 
Ring.” 

VII. In Bye-law 37: — 

(i) for clause (1), the following shall be substituted, 
namely: — 

“(1) All Sundays and other days notified by the 
Board shall be observed by members and 
sub-members as whole holidays. The Board 
or the President shall also decide what other 
whole holidays or half holidays or partial 
holidays are to be observed by members and 
sub-members.

(a) On Mondays between 1.00 P.M. and 7.30 P.M. 

(b) From Tuesday to Friday (both inclusive) 
between 12.00 noon and 5.00 P.M, 

(c) On Saturdays between 12,00 noon and 

2.30 P.M. 

(d) On half holidays and partial holidays during 
such hours as may be notified bv the Board 
or the President. 

(2) Notwithstanding the provisions contained in 
clause (1) hereof, the Board or the President 
may permit trading in hedge contract between 

7.30 P.M. and 8.30 P.M, on all trading days, 

(3) Notwithstanding anything contained in clause (1) 
hereof trading in the hedge contract and delivery 
contract shall be permitted on the Diwali holi- 
days on the Union Budget day or on any other 
holidays during such hours as the Board or the 
President may from time to time prescribe. 

(4) Trading in delivery contracts on all trading days 
shall take place between the hours 10.00 A.M. and 
5.00 P.M. 

(5) The Board or the President shall have the power 
to alter any of the trading hours mentioned in 
the foregoing clauses of this Bye-law. 

(0) Any member violating this Bye-law shall be dealt 
with in accordance with the provisions of Bye- 
laws 47 and 231 to 243.” 

X. For Bye-law 44, the following shall be substituted, 
namely : — 

“44. No person shall trade in hedge contracts outside 
the ring and after the official trading hours fixed 
under these Bye-laws. Any member found to be

If within twenty minutes from the time 
appointed for the meeting a quorum is not 
present, the meeting shall stand adjourned to 
the following day at an hour to be fixed by 
the person presiding and, if at such an ad- 
ionrned meeting no quorum is present within

bers or their authorised representatives who 
arc present shall be a quorum and may trans- 
act the business for which the meeting was 
called.
